THE WEEK IN «BELFAST. 


EFFECT OF FREE STATE 
BUDGET. 


From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The past week has been full of sensations— 
Pelion piled on Ossa—until one’s head reels 
and one scarcely knows where to begin. 
Chronologically, the first to arrive was Mr. 
Blythe's Budget for the Free State. This 
created a simply tremendous impression, and, 
while it is recognised as an admittedly 
** popular ”’ Budget, it has nevertheless had 
the effect of convincing numerous ‘‘ men 1p 
the street” in the North of the financias 
stability of their friends in Southern Ireland 
It will, of course, mean considerable financial! 
loss to some traders in the Six Counties 
notably the tea-distributors in. Belfast and 
the shirt-manufacturers of Derry. Many 
Ulstermen had got into the habit of regarding 
the Free State Government as a collection ol 
financial incapables, heading straight for 
national bankruptcy To such the Budget 
was an eye-opener. This new-born respect for 
the financial standing and ability of the 
Saorstat is of the utmost importance; for 
the fundamental barrier between North and 
South is neither racial nor religious, but 
econoniic. 

On Saturday last was published in full the 
report of the Committee to decide the financial 
ró aithe between Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. This Committee was presided over 
by Lord Colwyn, and included among it: 
members the well-known economist, Sir Josiah 
Stamp. The broad princ.ple on which dis- 
cussions were based was that Northern Ire 
land’s contribution to the Imperial Exchequer 
should be the difference between her income 
and her expenditure—a pyinciple that inci- 
dentally seems essentially |unsound; and so 
the question was to determine what Ulster a 
expenditure should be. Roughly, the North 
claimed £6,600,000; the British Treasury 
claimed £6,200,000, while the Colwyn Com- 
mittee fixed the sum at £6,435,000. On the 
face of it, therefore, neither side could 
claim an outstanding victory. 

NEWSPAPER CRITICISM. 

Accepting this as a final settlement of the 
financial relations between the two countries, 
the Northern Whig—a thoroughly Umonist 
paper, which was, however, against the recent 
elections, and has since taken up a determined 
stand against Ministerial extravagance- pub- 
lished am editorial eulogising Mr. Pollock, the 
Minister for Finance, but commenting some- 
what severely on the alleged fact that the 
documents were in Sir James Craig's hands 
when he decided to “rush” the election. To 
the general surprise, the Belfast Evening Tele- 
graph on Saturday evening contained a letter 
addressed to the Editor of the Northern 
Whig, and signed by both Sir James Craig 
and Mr. Pollock, in which the WaAtg’s 
charges were described as ‘* baseless and 
walicious’’ and liable to cause incalculable 
harm to Ulster. ! 

As I foretold last week, Mr. Devlin and 
Mr. McAllister took their seats in Parliament 
on ‘Tuesday. I understand that the rest of 
the party will follow their leader at no distant 
date. The old fire and eloquence are still 
there; but Mr. Devlin was not exactly happy 
in the choice of his first subject—an amend 
ment to move the rejection of the new Land 
Purchase Bill, by which a sum of £45,000 a 
year is to be paid to the landlords out of 
ihe Treasury. The Duke of Northumberland 
cnce informed an astonished House of Lords 
that he was not an agricultural labourer. 
The member for West Belfast began his 
speech by stating that, his interests being 
mainly urban, his knowledge on the subject 
under discussion was but small. He then 
went on to make a slashing attack on the 
uselessness of the thirteen Ulster members at 
Westminster. This led to a slight skirmish 
between him and the Prime Minister, honours 
resting about even. The Labour members, In 
supporting the amendment, found themselves 
in a somewhat eguivocal position; for they 
had to defend the unbought tenants, irrespec- 
tive of the fact that, in all their previous 
speeches connected with agrarian questions, 
they had described the farmer as the worst 
employer in the world. 

PROMISING MEMBER. 

As in the debate on proportional represen 
tation, the outstanding speech was made by 
Mr. George Henderson, who _ represents 
Antrim in the unbought tenants’ interests. 
Alone in the House, he knew his subject back 
wards, and his speech was cogent and well- 
reasoned. Mr. Henderson is easily the pick, 
both in brains and oratory, of the new mem- 
bers, and ought to have a big political future. 
Neither he nor his supporters, however, quite 
gave the Government sufficient credit for the 
partial success represented by the bill as it 
stands; and, on the principle that half a loaf 
is better than no bread, the House did well 
to reject the amendment. The facts of the 
situation are that the unbought tenants were 
not sufficiently well organised to force the 
Government to fight for them. It is difficult 
to helieve that the British Treasury, having 
swallowed the camel of £1,250,000 for the 
Specials, would, gf pushed really hard, have 
strained at the gnat of £45,000 for land 
purchase. i 

Mr. John Robb, K.C., has accepted the post 
of Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Kducation. This appointment has been 
popular, and, despite the fact that Mr. Robb's 
ambitions are judicial rather than political, 
it ought to prove a complete success. The 
other two vacancies have not vet been filled, 
though numerous candidates either have been 
suggested, or possibly have suggested them- 
selves. I understand that the Government 
intends to persevere with its original inten- 
tion to find seats for the former occupants. 
An official candidate for South Belfast is still 
to seek, as Mr. A. Babington, K.C., has defi 
nitely declined. The latest suggestion is Sir 
Samuel Kelly, head of the great coal firm 
which Sir James Craig's eldest son has re- 
cently joined; but it is unlikely that he will 
allow his name to go forward. When this 
by-election does come, it will be very interest- 
ing to see if the Government can win the 
seat on a straight contest.

Angry Socialists. 


The feeling of chagrin in thé Socialist 
Party that a Conservative Government 
has shown in an unmistakable manner 
that it stands for the working classes was 
the real cause of last night’s scene.

(Churchill said nothing more than several 
leading members of the Socialist Party 
have been saying for some time past, and 
he did not put it as bluntly as some of 
them have done. It is many years ayo 
since a Minister was persistently shouted 
dow n in the House of Commons, the last 
occasion being in 1913, when Mr. Asquith 
was not allowed to speak by the Conserva- 
tives. It is safe to sav that the scene of 
last night would never have taken place if 
the Budget introduced by Mr. Churchill 
had been a failure. ; 


Fair Play. & 


It will be recalled that when Mr. 
Ramsay Macdor:ald took office he and his 
followers were treated with the utmost, 
courtesy by the Conservative Party, and 
the whole country vgave credit to the feel. 
ing of fair play that dominated the 
Opposition and gave the Socialists an 
opportunity of getting on with the busi- 
ness of the country. It was frequently 
noted that when Mr. Macdonald or Mr. 
Clynes was leading helpinul little notes 
regarding procedure were sent across the 
table of the House by Mr. Baldwin or 
other leaders, and acknowledged by smiles 
and thanks from the Government benches. 
Mr. Baldwin never held the Opposition up 
to ridicule, though he might frequently 
have done so, but made it a rule that it 
should receive absolutely fair play. Yet 
last night the leaders of the Socialist 
Opposition sat cuietly on the front benches 
and let the storm behind them continue 
unchecked. 


The Insurance Scheme. 


There isa real fear in the Socialist Party 
that the Government's hew insurance 
scheme will strike a blow at the trade 
unions. Many workers will be far more 
inclined to subscribe to a scheme put for- 
ward by the State than to pay money into 
trade union funds, lable to be used in a 
manner contrary to their wishes. The 
strange thing about the trade unions is 
that, instead of really trying to bring 
about insurance and pensions schemes for 
the future of the worker, the organisers 
think of nothing but the moment. They 
are insistent that a man shall pay his 
union subscription, but denounce = as 
tyrannical] the imposition of a small sum 
that wil] secure him advantages which it 
would cost a professional man some 
hundreds of pounds to obtain. 


Imported Beer. 


It is suggested that the export of iu. 
ness’s stout from Dublin may be affected 
by the Budget, since the tax i¢sclition 
passed on Tuesday night covers imported 
beer. Inquiries made to-day failed to 
secure ‘a Adefinite pronouncement on the 
question; for both at the Treasury and 
at the Customs House no information was 
available, beyond the statement that in- 
ported beer was included im the resolution, 
and that the situation would be made clear 
in the Bill. 


The Factory Bill. 


It is quite possible that the Government 
may abandon its intention of passing the 
new Factory Bill during the present 
session, though it certainly will be intro- 
duced and discussed in debate. The pro-

The, Irish Government up to last week 
allowed the same rate of rebate (one-sixth) 
Bd. per 
ewt. They have now reduced their duty to 
Qs. 4d. per cwt., and have swept away all 
Colonial prefereice. The result is that they 
have cut themselves off from all sugar sup- 
plies from the. British Colonies because the 
price of British Colonial sugar will be corre- 
spondingly dearer to them. This is compen- 
sated to us by the preference allowed. in the 
duty payable in Great Britain. They have 
not only cut themselves off from the Colonies, 
but they cannot, buy any refined sugar which 
is refined from Colonial sugar by British 
refiners, because our refiners will have paid 
the Colonia] price, and will have to sell that 
class of sugar to Great Britain, where they 
ean obtain a rebate on the duty to compen- 
sate. them for the incréased raw price they 
have paid the Colonies. 

It seems unfortunate that the Ivish Free 
State Government should cut themselves 
adrift from the British nation and her Colo- 
nies. They will undoubtedly get sugar; but 
they will not get Colonial sugar, either in the 
shape of raw or refined, nor can they buy 
refined sugar which has been refined from 
British Colonial! sugar. Canada, for instance, 
another Dominion, has a preferential rate of 
duty for West Indian sugar, or Mauritius or 
Natal sugar, or any other sugar from British 
Colonies, and of course can afford to pay a 
corresponding price for it, whereas the Irish 
Free State can only buy sugar grown outside 
the British Empire. It shows the Irish drift 
of mind * in so. cutting themselves off from 
their sister nations in the.

A girl who has spent 
three or four Years in a factory is generally) 
quite unfit for domestic service; manv girls 
are altogether without aptitude for such em 
ployment. We know that these statements 
will be supported by all competent employers 
of domestics. It is, therefore. quite futile te 
Suggest that unemployed industrigl workers 
can find openings through advertisements for 
“domestics "’ in the newspapers. 

We of the Irish Women Workers’. Union 
have been driven by circumstances to give 
some study to the question of unemploved 
women. ur experience teaches us that very 
many of them are unemployed owing to the 
tendency of miany HE “seo to substitute 
juvenile for adnlt workers.
